Wilson. Houston, and Royal Note 


We stopped in at the Lafayette Hotel 
the other day to have a pot of coffee with 
Tilford Wilson; wanted to know a little 
extra about Royal Note, for which he and 
Carl Houston had refused $100,000 from 
Garden State Park’s Gene Mori. 

“Oh. he’s just fine, just fine,” Wilson 
said of his 2-year-old. “He’s going in the 
Dover Stakes. you know, and then he’ll be 
in the Arlington Futurity. We’d like to 
win that one, 

“I wouldn’t know how good he is. All I 
can tell you he’s done everything Frank 
Gilpin has asked of him. Gilpin says he'll 
go a distance, and I guess he ought to 
know better than anyone else.” 

Wilson is trying hard to keep his head 
about this colt, but it’s the first promising 
one that he ever raced, although he’s been 
breeding Thoroughbreds since he got his 
first 5 mares from Dixiana Farm about 15 
years ago. “I always sold the good ones— 
Phar Mon, Royal Mustang, Great Dream, 
Admiral Lea, Irish Sun—and raced the 
poor ones, but this time Houston and I de- 
cided we'd just go ahead and see how far 
we could get with him, Emerson Davis 
broke him in July, and in Autgust at 
Keeneland he went an eighth in 10 and 4. 
We figured we had a pretty good horse, 
so we turned him out at the farm until 
January. then sent him to Oaklawn Park.” 

Yoyal Note’s dam, Penroyal. was one of 
the 5 that Wilson got from Dixiana when 
part of the Fisher farm was being sold and 
the stock thinned out. All that Dixiana 
asked of Wilson was that he share the 
produce of the first year’s crop. There 
wasn’t any produce. 

Penroyal’s first) foal for Wilson was 
Primus W.. by Wire-Tapper. a gelding 
which won 16 races and $26.524 in 9 years 
on the track; her second was Royal Fac- 
tor. a Benefactor gelding which could not 
win anything. From Royal Factor, in 1944, 
to Royal Note. in 1952. Penroyal has had 
5 foals to race. and 4 of them are stakes 
winners: Phar Mon. by Easy Mon: Great 
Dream. by Gray Dream; Royal Mustang, 
by Easy Mon: and Royal Note. by Dixi- 
ana’s Spy Song, Her 1954 foal is a sister 
to Royal Note. 

Wilson learned the fundamentals of 
agriculture and animal husbandry at the 
University of Kentucky's College of Agri- 
culture. from which he was graduated in 
1918. After a 2-year hitch in the Army, he 
returned to Lexington and became asso- 
ciated in the Wilson Machinery Company 
(farm. mining, and road equipment) with 
brothers Horace and E. Reed Wilson. 

About 20 years ago he took over the 
management of a 450-acre farm which for 
many years had been in his wife’s family, 
After Dixiana helped him into the breed-

ing industry he bought an additional 75 
acres about a half-mile from the big farm 
on the Van Meter Pike. improved it for 
Thoroughbreds. and brought in Houston 
(pronounced House-ton) to help him run 
it. Houston soon had complete charge of 
the place. and by 1948 he and Wilson 
were breeding as a_ partnership. Royal 
Mustang”was the first registered both 
names. 


Today Wilson keeps all his stock. about 
10 broodmares and*their foals. on the 75- 
acre place and uses the larger farm for 
general agriculture. On his wife’s place he

raises nearly all the feed necessary for 
the horses—hay and yellow corn and 
some Oats, 


“But this colt we've got now has made 
it hard to tend to my business,” he said. 
“ve been traveling too much—every time 
he runs--but when he runs I can’t stay 
away.” 


Wilson said the colt never has given him | 


any worry. He has a good disposition, 
always goes about his work eagerly. and 
is a good doer. 


We asked how Royal Note would take to | 
a whip, since in 4 races he’s never been hit, 


and in 3 of them the jockey wasn’t allowed 


even to carry it for the ride. “Oh. he'll be | 


all right when the time comes. In his last | 


race. you know, the jockey carried a whip, 
and we told him to use it if he had to. He 
just didn’t have to.” 


He didn’t know how big his colt has 
grown, but he guessed about 15:3. “I don’t 
know how much he weighs.” He thought 
this over for a moment. “Guess we'd better 
find out.”

McMahon established and built) Green 
View Farm about a dozen years ago and 
has since engaged in breeding and board- 
ing horses with rather remarkable sue- 
cess for such limited acreage. He owns 
Dark Grier’s sire Sedgemoor. a bay of

lite. Ladana. a stakes winner. also is the 
dam of Lady Lark. the dam of Twilight 
Tear. Sedgemoor’s second dam. Adana (by

Sedgemoor. with limited opportunities. 
has a high percentage of winners. These 
include Sedgeview. winner of the inaugural 
running of the Illinois Thoroughbred 
Breeders Dinner Purse at Hawthorne in 
1949. and many other races. 

Dark Grier’s Primer was an all-Illinois 
victory, The gelding was bred by William 
Higgins. of Chicago. who boarded Dark 
Lace at Green View where her foal was 
drppped. MeMahon now owns the mare 
and has 2 brothers (a yearling and a 
suckling) to the Primer winner. Dark 
Grier is owned by K. T. Becklian. of 
Waukegan. Ill. and is trained by Enoch 
Rea. of Benton.

THE NASRC 


CONVENTION 


by Warren Schweder 


Aspury Park, N. J. 

In the early afternoon hours of June 24 
the surviving members of the National 
\ssociation of State Racing Commissioners 
eave Asbury Park into the waiting hands 
of the Veterans of Foreign Wars. packed 
their duds. and. like good soldiers. faded 
away. Some planned a few days in New 
York where the letdown could be gradual. 
others retreated to quieter spots along the 
beach—-but most of the hundred or so 
delegates and guests simply went home. It 
had been a rigorous convention. 

One newspaper columnist. in his sum- 
mary of the 4-day meeting. judged it “the 
most constructive get-together ever.” To 
some of the participants who had Estened 
to all of the speeches and partaken of 
most of the refreshments. the convention 
didn’t seem quite that good. but some 
resonant notes had been struck. 

One of the most reverberant was the 
militent ery of several unrehearsed guest 
speaker- for a2 more realistic approach to 
the business of coaching state legislatures 
in the ways of Thoroughbred racing. The 
result of this was a resolution urging mem- 
bers of Congress and state legislatures to 
consider more carefully the effects of un- 
reasonable taxation. While the move wasn’t 
as forceful as the guest speakers perhaps 
would have had it. at least it was a start: 
it was the first step into the tax-govern- 
ment field the NASRC ever had taken, 

Another recurrent theme was the dis- 
position of several members to press for

uniformity of rules. an old NASRC dream. 
and the end of this was a resolution in 
which the convention pledged itself to 
further consideration of a claiming rule 
already in use in many states. by which 
claimed horses must be raised 25 per cent 
in value for the next 30 days. 


THE OPENING, Registration of dele- 
gates and guests was from 4 to 6 p. m. 
Sunday. June 20. in the Berkley-Carteret 
Hotel. This done cocktails were served in 
an adjoining room. after which everyone 
presumably retired to his chambers to rest 
for the next morning’s business. The meet- 
ing convened shortly before 10 a. m.. and 
those present promptly were given an 
address by Edward Patton. New Jersey 
Secretary of State. who was happy to re- 
ceive the convention on behalf of his boss. 
Gov. Robert B. Meyner. He said that he 
and Governor Meyner were racing’s 
corner. and he hoped that. should the con- 
vention be unable to do anything else. it 
would do all pessible to obtain uniformity 
of rules for all states, That was the end 
of uniformity for the day.

The committee found 
television pleasing. then struck a kind of 
keynote for the convention: “Excessive 
taxation will always be a threat to our 
great. industry. and to this membership 
must be entrusted the task of alerting our 
legislators to the dangers of throttling a 
most important source of revenue to our 
respective states.” 

The Committee on Illegal Practices. 
once known as the Committee on Stimula- 
tion and Drugs. reported a total of 39 
cases of stimulation North America 
last vear. of which 2 in Illinois and one 
in New York did not involve sufficient evi- 
cence to justify conviction:

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The report on fire prevention, one of the 
most interesting and comprehensive heard 
during the convention, was prepared and 
delivered by William Fitzgerald. chairman 
of the Washington commission. Fitzgerald 
was fire chief in Seattle for 16 years. The 
full text of his report will appear in THE 
Bioop-Horsr next week. 

J. William Graham. of Maryland. pre- 
pared the report of the Committee on In- 
formation. He complained of reading in 
an NASRC bulletin of individuals being 
brought before commissions for rule vio- 
lations, and of being unable to find out 
in subsequent issues what dispositions 
were made. His report suggested that com- 
missioners “follow up” on first reports of 
violations. and urged that in all rulings 
on stimulation cases. or any other serious 
case. “the full name. address. and age of 
the person involved should be given.” 

By this time it was nearly noon. and. 
although another business session was on 
the agenda for the afternoon. the conven- 
tion eagerly accepted a motion to adjorn 
for the day, Buses were on hand after 
cocktails and lunch to take those who 
wished to the races. That evening the 
American Totalizator Company was host 
at a local country club for cocktails. din- 
ner. and dancing. 


THE GUEST SPEAKERS. Early on 
Tuesday morning the convention accepted 
the recommendations of its election com- 
mittee and named Dr. Frank R. Menne. 
Oregon. president: Wathen R. Knebel- 
kamp. Kentucky. first) vice president: 
Thomas J. Beedem. Massachusetts. second 
vice president; Paul Serdar. Hlinois. third 
vice president: Emmett J. Kelley. New 
Hampshire. treasurer: and Mrs. Smith, 
assistant treasurer and secretary. This fol- 
lowed the NASRC’s natural order of sue- 
cession, each officer moving up one grade. 
with one new member. the treasurer. being 
added from the ranks, 

Speakers of the day were Robert O. 
Read. the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Pro- 
tective Association: George D. Widener. 
The Jockey Club; John A. Bell III. the 
Thoroughbred Club of America: James A. 
Dooley. Thoroughbred Racing  Associa- 
tions; Edmund P. Coffey. the Thorough- 
bred Racing Protective Bureau: Sterling 
Young. the Jockeys Guild: and J. Samuel 
Perlman, Triangle Publications. Principal 
parts of their addresses follow: 


ROBERT O. READ 


“It is our opinion that the selection of 
{stewards] should be placed in the hands 
of The Jockey Club. and that organiza- 
tion should assign them to the various op- 
erating tracks... . It is our association’s 
belief that under this plan the quality of 
racing officials would of necessity im- 
prove... 

“During the last month [ have visited 
several tracks now operating under the 


revised claiming rule as adopted by many 
of our midwesiern states, In each area this 
claiming rule was the topic of heated dis- 
cussion, and the feeling of opposition to 
the new rule was practically 100 per cent. 
... In some areas the horse claimed must 
be raised 25 per cent obove the claimed 
price for 30 days and in other areas for a 
period of 60 days. In both Hlinois and 
Michigan I was advised that the require- 
ment that claimed non-winners be raised 
25 per cent in claiming prices for 30 days 
was keeping a substantial number of 
horses away from the races at a substantial 
financial cost to the horsemen and was 
working a hardship on the racing associa- 
tions, .. . Our association’s directors and 
committeemen have studied this problem. 
and the majority of them feel that a claim- 
ing rule that provides that a horse in a 
claiming race may be claimed at the claim- 
ing price for which it is entered by any- 
one bonafidely racing at the meeting. and 
that the winner of such claiming race only 
be required for the following 30 days to 
race for 25 per cent above the claimed 
price is fair and equitable. . . . However. 
we do not feel that this new rule was neces- 
sary to correct such abuses. If our stew- 
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medicinals be prepared so that your com- 
missions, who certainly are not versed. in 
the various reactions of drugs. ean be 
guided in your studies. . .. In the past 
your suspensions have been meted out in 
cases where vitamins and antihistamines 
have been found and where there was no 
-cientific proof to show that the speed of 
the horse was affected: in such cases. irrep- 
arable harm was done to the reputations 
of the persons involved when there was no 
showing of participation on their part in 
any wrongful act.” 


GEORGE D. WIDENER 


“We in The Jockey Club are greatly con- 
cerned with the future of racing in respect 
to its survival against the ever-increasing 
demands of the state and federal govern- 
ments. . . . Spurred on by the evidence 
that racing can stand greater bites out of 
the mutuel handle. there has been much 
talk that the federal government may im- 
pose an additional 5 per cent tax on the 
mutuel handle. Not only would this wreck 
the future of racing. but the increasing 
demands of state governments will most 
surely destroy it before the federal gov-

ards had done the job incumbent on them 
the abuses and the abusers would have 
been easily recognized. and conferences 
between stewards and abusers would quick- 
ly have gotten to the core of the prob-

Reed was opposed to the “48-hour” stim- 
ulation rule. and he thought the possibil- 
ities of injustice should be apparent. to 
anyone, “However. it evidently is not so 
apparent to many of your commissions.” 
he said. He thought that New York had 
the best solution “by leaving the decision 
in such cases to the diseretion of the 
stewards.” 

“In a further attempt to accomplish 
justice in these cases IT would again like 
to recommend that a list of drugs and 


ernment can possibly enact such legisla- 
tion... 

“Now we find New York gradually re- 
ceding from top position. Belmont Park 
is old. and our income does not permit 
rebuilding or raising purses to meet com- 
petition. The wave of prosperity in other 
states will be short-lived too. for they will 
find themselves in the same position. with 
the state government gobbling the lion’s 
share of the handle and adding more per- 
centage whenever a budget needs bal- 
ancing. ... 

“The public will eventually wake up toe 
the fact that they cannot win in the end 
with 15 to 20 cents taken out of every 
dollar they send through the mutuel ma- 
chines. and the state will then have killed 
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the goose that laid the golden egg. You 
gentlemen are the states’ representatives in 
racing. Study the facts. and advise your 
governors and state legislators of what 
they are doing, ... 


JAMES E. DOOLEY 


“Periodically for the past several years, 
certain members of the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House of Representa- 
tives have proposed a 5 per cent federal 
tax on pari-mutuel betting in addition to 
the existing state tax now ranging from 
12 per cent to 15 per cent... . You can 
readily visualize what would happen. . . . 
This year Mr. | Spencer] Drayton provided 
the committee with enough facts. informa- 
tion. and sound argument to convince a 
majority of them that the proposed tax 
was undesirable and should not be in- 
cluded in the bill, We were told. however, 
by several members . . . that if the tax 
bill was reported out of committee with a 
5 per cent federal pari-mutuel tax in- 
cluded, it would be impossible to prevent 
its passage by the House. In other words. 
no matter how just our cause or what argu- 
ments existed in our favor, those who recog- 
nized the fairness of our position would 
not vote against the tax because their 
action might be construed as an indication 
of their friendliness toward racing. Isn’t 
that something for us to think about?” 


JOHN A. BELL Ul 


“[ am now offering a partial answer to 
that complex question |of excessive taxa- 
tion]. I am suggesting that the horse 
breeders and owners in your respective 
states can be helpful in combatting over- 
taxation by providing the governing au- 
thorities with a better understanding of 
racing. Government’s strong interest in 
racing from the tax standpoint makes it. 
in fact, a partner in the Thoroughbred 
horse industry. . . The Thoroughbred Club 
believes that the two partners . . . should 
work together for their mutual benefit. The 
responsibility for this closer liaison could 
be accepted by the Thoroughbred breeders. 
who have not been diligent at working 
with state officials. One excellent way of 
bringing about this closer relationship 
would be through the racing commis- 
sions... 

“I am going to suggest to horsemen. 
through the medium of copies of this talk 
and through letters, that they ask you to 
help them work on the problems that arise 
whenever lawmakers turn their attention 
to racing. In every racing state there are 
one or more local groups of horsemen, or 
there are members of national Turf or- 
ganizations. who will join in such a pro- 
gram. Most of these men are persons or 
substance and standing who may _ have 
unexpected resources that can be profitably 
used. They know the local picture. and 
they may have influential local connec- 
tions. .

The speaker skipped through the his- 
tory of the Thoroughbred Racing Protee- 
live Bureau and explained the develop- 
ment of the lip tattoo, In summary he said 
that “tattoo branding of Thoroughbreds 
has now been done for 74. years, and 
there has not been a single ringer involvy- 
ing a tattooed horse in that entire period. 
TRA has spent $240,000 on the project. 
tattooing 46.000 horses at a cost of about 


$5 per head. Thus. there has finally been 


developed a system that provides a simple. 
efficient. low-cost procedure for the positive 
identification of race horses that ean be 
used universally.” 


J. SAMUAL PERLMAN 


“What are the main reasons for this 
gross discrimination against Thoroughbred 
racing? I am firmly of the opinion that 
the failure of those in racing to be artie- 
ulate and militant in defense of their sport 
is the most important contributing factor. 
Teo many in racing act as if they are 
doing something wrong and are afraid to 
upset the applecart. The fact that there 
is Wagering at race tracks is one of the 
chief reasons for this timidity. The tracks 
seem to lose sight of the fact that it is the 
state and federal government who derive 
some 90 per cent of the revenue from this 
wagering. which has complete public ac- 
ceptance. 

“The tax problem in relation to racing 
in New York State is the problem of every 
race track in the United States. Unless the 
situation in New York is remedied, every 
race track in the United States will face 
the same problem. Every racing commis- 
sion and every racing organization in this 
country must play its part in combating 
discrimination against the sport.” 

-Speaking extemperaneously. Perlman 
said that all those in racing should he 


fond of the sport, There have been in- 
stances. he said, of commissioners who 
accepted their appointments with a * 
picion toward everything connected with 
racing,”

STERLING YOUNG 


“In the opinion of the directors of the 
Jockeys Guild. it would be of great benefit 
to the riders if each jockey is given a 
compulsory physical examination at the 
beginning of each meeting. This record of 
the riders’ health would be a help to them 
individually and would enable the track 
doctor to control ill health. The directors 
are gratified at the increasing number of 
states which will not permit a rider who 
falls. or is thrown, with no apparent in- 
jury. to ride again until he has been ex- 
amined and pronounced fit by a physician, 

“IT would like to call your attention to 
the revised apprentice rule now in effect 
in New York. Under this rule an appren- 
tice is allowed 5 pounds until he has rid- 
den 100 winners. He is granted an addi- 
tional 2 pounds for the duration of the 
contract. provided he still is with his orig- 
inal contract owner... . This rule has been 
adopted by several states during the past 
few months, The Jockeys Guild unani- 
mously favors the rule and will be much 
pleased if it becomes nationwide.” 


JOINT SESSION. The Association of 
Official Racing Chemists. meeting simul- 
taneously with the racing commissioners, 
moved into the commission chambers Wed- 
nesday morning for a joint session. pre- 
sided over by Dr. Roger Truesdail. of 
California. president of the chemists’ or- 
ganization. Dr. Truesdail pointed out re- 
sults of the chemists’ increased vigilance 
and improved techniques. In 1951. there 
were 55.089 urine and saliva samples taken 
in the U, S.. and 40 tested positive. In 
1952. 61.561 samples were taken. and in 
1953. 68.998 were taken. Each of the last 
2 vears produced 43° positive tests. he 
said, 

He recommended an extension of sam- 
pling in all states to inelude place and 
show horses. 

Dr. Truesdail then introduced Dr. Mark 
Allam. dean of the Veterinary School at 
the University of Pennsylvania. who urged 
a more extensive research program for the 
study and improvement of the Thorough- 
bred. 


ACTION. The best action and most of 
the best independent thinking was a pro- 
duct of the Thursday morning session, 
which. unfortunately. was the least well 
attended of all of the meetings: already 
many of the delegates were on their way 
to other places. and many of those on hand 
when the meeting opened were forced to 
leave early to meet rail and bus connec- 
tions. 

One of the first to speak was Kentucky’s 
Knebelkamp. who felt called upon to ex- 
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plain a regional meeting last October of 
several Midwest and Southern commis- 
sioners (THE BLoop-Horst of October 24. 
1953. page 890). He felt that representa- 
from 8 participating had 
“achieved some degree of uniformity.” and 
he suggested that states in other areas 
hold “neighborhood” meetings. Then the 
regions could return to the NASRC with 
accomplishments. and work on a national 
level would be made simpler, he said,

Knebeikamp took issue with Reed’s talk 
on Tuesday. Hf anyone didn’t like the rules 
adopted in Lexington. Knebelkamp hadn't 
heard of it. and he had talked with horse- 
men in Louisiana. Ohio. Michigan. and 
Illinois. “I don’t know who the HBPA has 
been talking to.” he said. 


\ilvn S. Drew. of Louisiana. seconded 
Knebelkamp’s observations and praised 
the Kentucky meeting. “It was most im-

Then. turning to the current convention, 
Drew said. “You know. gentlemen, we 
might as well admit it.

He thought that 
new members should be given a more ac- 
tive part in the proceedings; suggested 
that committee assignments be given to

Said Dr. Menne: “I intend to exhaust 
the roster. But as I said before. I'm not 
going to be the last to discard the old. nor 
the first to put on the new.” From now on 
everyone would be given a job and ex- 
pected to do it. 


William S. Miller. of Illinois. picked 
up the thread of Knebelkamp’s criticism of 
Read’s speech. “I suggest that we were 
exposed to a very great weakness when 
we didn’t know what he was going to 
Prepared speeches. he thought. 
distributed to commissioners 
prior to the convention. presumably so that 
proper responses could be given.

Without calling Read by name. Miller 
thought that “the speaker” had been un- 
kind “by implying that there might be 
something wrong with Hlinois stewards.” 

Serdar approved of Miller's comments 
and. turning again to the controversial 
claiming rule. said that in the spring of 
1953 the Illinois commission had been 
deluged with complaints. Since the Lex- 
ington meeting. only 2 complaints have 
come to his attention, “so I think there 
is 99 per cent accord.” 

Serdar said Illinois would keep its 48- 
hour rule. He said this rule was not used 
to injure horsemen. but to protect horses 
and the public which bets on them. If a 
horse needs an injection in order to be 
able to run his race. no matter what the 
injection may be. there is a good chance

that he is not physically fit and worthy of 
the public’s confidence. he said. 

James H. Inglis. of Michigan. pointed 
out to Illinois that Michigan was in favor 
of Alfred Vanderbilt’s plan for one organ- 
ization. such as The Jockey Club. to train. 
assign. and supervise stewards. It was his 
idea that the “central body” have on_ its 
board of directors representatives of The 
Jockey Club. the TRA. the NASRC. and 
other distinguished groups. Although The 
Jockey Club would not run the show. it 
would be a part of it. Inglis thought that 
Read intended no slight to stewards in 
Illinois, 

Walter H. Donovan. executive vice pres- 
ident and general manager of Garden 
State Park. in constant attendance through- 
out the convention. asked for the floor to 
peint out “one danger in an organization 
such as this.” Said Donovan: “You try to 
eo too fast.” 

He thought the commissioners should 
single out 1 or 2 rules or regulations. then 
bend to the task of seeking uniformity in 
them before going on to other and per- 
haps more complicated tasks. And. above 


all. he said. “the new rules should be 
simple.” 
Earl J. Moyer. of Nebraska. who had 


been driving commissioners all week to 
take some positive action on rules and 
regulations. took the chair from Dr. Menne 
and asked Cole if New York could not 
report on its experience with the new 
claiming rule. 

Cole had the figures on hand: 119 claims 
in 2 months in 1952. 106 claims in 2 
months in 1953. and. under the new 25- 
per-cent rule. 59 claims for 2 months in 
1954, 


“Who opposes the rule?” Moyer asked. 
No response. 

Moyer asked for a motion urging the 
NASRC to consider the new claiming rule. 
and he got it, 

He tried to draw out some discussion on 
the 48-hour rule for treating horses, but 
got a smattering of response. Cole said 
that the chemists were opposed to the 
rule. “which ought to be a sufficient guide 
for us.” 

Hugh Mehorter. of New Jersey. asked 
that the question be laid over. The com- 
missioners agreed. 

Moyer read a resolution prepared by 
Edward Hughes. of Rhode Island. asking 
that legislators reappraise racing’s tax 
structure. and the vote on this again was 
unanimous. 

The commissioners then accepted an in- 
vitation of E. Taylor Chewning to hold 
their 1955 convention in Baltimore early 
in April. A meeting place for next year 
assured. they voted to adjourn. 


THE QUESTION OF FEES 


The next program of the Thoroughbred 
Club of America, at its meeting of July 10,

Organized Regulars Could Set 


A Limit for Mutuel Taxation 


Following ts the text of an address by Jeremiah Courtney before the 
Thoroughbred Club of America at its noon meeting at the Lafayette Hotel in 
Lexington June 260. Mr. Courtney is a Washington attorney specializing in radio 
and television cases. He also likes to play the races—wherever the take-out is 
not so high as to preclude his chances of winning. Here he sets his own limit for 
the take-out against which he is willing to bet, and suggests that other horse 
players. by doing the same, might effectively “fight the bite.” 


The first obligation any speaker has in 
talking to a group to whom he is not 
known is to tell them who he is. 

All right. I will tell you who I am. I am 
the forgotten man of racing—the regular 
race track goer. 

Is the regular forgotten because he is 
not important to racing? Hardly. because 
he can be briefly but accurately described 
as the pillar of the industry, without which 
nothing—no decent prices for the product 
of the breeders: 
horsemen; no decent salaries for the track 
management and help; no marked influx 
of non-resident business for the track com- 
munity in season; and rapidly dwindling 
taxes for the state. 

For years I have been reading about 
what increased taxation is going to do to 
the Thoroughbred industry, to the state’s 
finances. and to the tracks. Nobody has 
much to about what an 
“take” will do to the regular race track 
goer. Perhaps my remarks will be illumi- 
nating in some circles. Notice. first. then 
‘that I used the term “take” because the 
regular doesn’t care whether the increase 
comes about through an increase in the 
tax share of his dollar or the track’s share 
of his dollar, The over-grasping state and 
the over-grasping track are one and the 
same to the regular. 

Now. that I the 
forgotten man of racing, a word of fur- 
ther identification may be in order. In de- 
scribing myself as a regular race track 
goer, | do not mean that T have no gainful 
occupation. I have. I am a lawver in Wash- 
ington and if we apply the single standard 
that is used to judge success in the breed- 
ing field—earnings—a_ pretty successful 
one. And if any of you have any doubt 
about that. then I may say in entire dis- 
position of your questioning attitude. that 
Joe Estes is paying my transportation ex- 
penses down here. I am of course en- 
dorsing the check to my favorite charity. 
the Joe Palmer Foundation for the Im- 
provement of the Blind—Stewards. 

Hardly a day passes that I do not ad- 
vise some Company on an equiment invest- 
ment of several thousands of dollars re- 
quiring a gevernmental license. many

formation to be considered in successful 
handicapping? Every handicapper, every 
regular knows the answer—the past per- 
formance charts. And what is the first line 
in the past performance results charts of 
yesterday's racing? The most significant 
bit of information you will ever read in 
any racing paper. anywhere: the amount 
of the take stated in a percentage of the 
dollar bet. That should he 
printed in big. bold type because if. it 
goes above 12 per cent you have surely 
destroyed the regular track 
Every regular knows you cannot beat a 
take that exceeds 12 per cent. 

Why do I draw the line at 12 per cent? 
Precisely because spend my 
making hard judgments and in drawing 
fine lines and I know from experience that 
once the take goes over 12 per cent. reg- 
ular race track attendance is too expen- 
sive a hobby for me. I refuse absolutely to 
pay 30 cents plus for the privilege of

inside a New York track since the advent 
of the infamous O’Dwyer bite, And I never 
shall until they get that take down to 10 
per cent or at least 12 per cent. 


3 EQUALS 33. If there is one single 
bit of misinformation I would by these re- 
marks correct, it is the illusion that the 
regular'does not know what the take from 
his dollar is. He knows. and knows well, 
beeause the difference between 15 per 
cent and 12 per cent is not, as our ostrich 
legislators and track managers many 
cases apparently believe. just 3 per cent. 
It may well be 33 per cent of the profit 
of the bet. 

One example will make this clear. Sup- 
pose you bet the favorite to show in the 
ieature race. as many a “bridge-jumper” 
regular has been doing for years. The 
$2.60 show pay-off at the track with a 12 
per cent take will frequently be reduced 
to $2.40 at the track with a 15 per cent 
take. In show betting in particular, the 
amount of the take is a highly critical 
factor because of the multiple breakage 
factor (to the vanishing nickel or. usually, 
to the dime) in that position. Thus, the 
bettor who has risked $2 to make 60 cents 
may. and frequently will if he patronizes 
the 15 per cent tracks, suffer a 3314 per 
cent loss in his profit by reason of the 3 
per cent differential in the take. Look at 
those show prices some day at the 15 per 
cent tracks.

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TRACK-SELECTION. Do I need to add 
that on the Eastern seaboard the regular 
will seek out the Maryland and Delaware 
tracks. with their 10 per cent take, over 
the New Jersey tracks, with their 12 per 
cent take, and the New Jersey tracks over 
the New York tracks with their 15 per cent 
take? 

That an increased take falls into the 
category of simple solutions for simple 
minds and does not result in increased tax 
revenues for the state has been well proved 
in the case of New York, During recent 
vears, the pari-mutuel handle and paid at- 
tendance at tracks have increased generally 
throughout the country. But the New York 
tracks have not shared in these increases 
and the State Racing Commission has laid 
the failure squarely at the door of the 
“emergency” 5 per cent O'Dwyer added 
bite. This bite. like so many emergency 
taxes. has continued to plague racing in 
New York and. in the opinion of its ex- 
pert racing commission. has cost the State 
millions of dollars since the take was 
increased to 15 per cent in 1946. 

This disparity in the success of those 
tracks with a reasonable take as compared 
to those with a take in excess of 12 per 
cent can only become more pronounced in 
hard times as the 15 per cent plus take 
grinds out the regular. and the occasional 
track visitors seek their day's fun less 
expensively elsewhere. 

Almost any business can make money in 
vood times. but the business to be pro- 
tected is the one that can make money in 
bad times. If the legislators and tracks are 
thoughtless enough to predicate their rev- 
enues on the existence of a continued 2- 
cars-in-every-garage philosophy. they will 
most certainly reap the harvest they are 
sowing at some point or other. No  busi- 
ness as important as the Thoroughbred 
racing industry should be exposed to de- 
struction for want of planning for the 
future. 

Television has given racing an unex- 
ampled opportunity to broaden the base of 
its public support. I will. incidentally. 
have some suggestions on the way that 
opportunity should be handled by the 
tracks and the TV stations in a future 
issue of THe Broop-Horse. There is no 
sport so well adapted to the television 
medium as racing, The industry should 
lay its plans for the continued broadening 
of its public base by taking a reasonable 
sum from the many rather than a large 
sum from the few. As Abraham Lincoln 
suggested. you cannot long fool all of the 
people with that big take. And racing 
should aim to attract all of the people all 
of the time, 

The attendance of the regular fans in 
particular should be encouraged, because 
they are the backbone of the business, 
come good times or bad times. No industry 
can afford to operate without the backbone 
customers that the increased take destroys. 
with racing thus losing the support of the 


most intelligent and loyal segment of the 
citizenry to which it should be appealing. 


THE UNREPRESENTED. When you 
consider the popularity of racing, exceed- 
ing all other sports in paid attendance, 
and when you consider the huge tax con- 
tributions that sport alone makes to our 
state and government finances. the question 
naturally arises: What's wrong? And that 
there is something wrong with racing can- 
not be denied, as you see one increase in 
the take piled upon another, until the en- 
tire sport in my judgment stands in a very 
perilous position today. 


PLUGS RESPECT THE WHIP 

In the course of adding a few informal 
remarks to his Thoroughbred Club  ad- 
dress. Mr. Courtney illustrated legislative 
relations with a quote from jockey Robert 
Permane. Asked the difference between 
riding a class horse and a plug. Bobby 
replied: 

“Its the same as with people. Class 
gives its best without being asked, But 
plugs respect the whip.” 

“If you examine the record of unsound 
taxes imposed upon the Thoroughbred 
sport.” said Courtney. “state legislators are 
all plugs. Racing will never receive proper 
consideration until it is prepared to ride 
such legislators with a whip. The Turf 
Supporters of America would be the whip.” 


lf a lawyer has any value to a client, it 
lies in his objective. disinterested judg- 
ment. It often happens that people in the 
business are too close to it to exercise good 
judgment about it. [ have no stake in 
racing and since Joe Estes asked me to 
talk with you. I have taken a good, hard 
look at racing. And I will tell you what 
think is wrong with racing 3 
words: lack of organization. 

Oh. there is no lack of organization of 
the breeders. or of the horsemen. or of 
the tracks. But how about the fellow who 
foots all the bills—the regular race goer? 
Who speaks for him? 

Now you may say that the breeders or 
the horsemen or the track managements 
have carried the ball for the racing en- 
thusiast. If that is vour answer. then I say 
those self-elected representatives of the 
racing fans have fumbled the ball. because 
I know of no single case where they have 
achieved a reduction in the take and plenty 
of cases where they have failed in their 
effort to prevent even the sort of increase 
which transforms racing in that particular 
state into a marginal industry. 

Judged off their past performances, the 
existing organizations have failed. And I 
think T know why, No matter what argu- 
ments the breeders. horsemen. or track 
managements may advance to the state 
legislators considering an increased racing

tax, they are subject to being peremptorily 
swept away on the ground of narrow self- 
interest. The breeders. horsemen, and track 
organizations wko may resist an increased 
take are doing so in protection of their 
own stake in the racing industry; they are 
proponents of their own self-interest. In- 
deed. they have no true interest at all in 
the matter since they do not even pay the 
tax that is involved. 

If the legislator is hurting these organ- 
izations at all in increasing the racing 
take. it is only indirectly and they will re- 
cover and keep on doing what they are 
doing. The fellow directly involved is not 
even protesting the tax. So must think the 
15-per-cent-take legislators. And it is quite 
possible, too, that those who are not hurt- 
ing too much don’t fight too hard to correct 
this attitude. 

This is understandable. The existing or- 
ganizations speak for large capital invest- 
ments. They must speak carefully, because 
they must deal next year, probably, with 
the very same government tax committees. 
In other words the existing organizations 
fight the bite each year. speaking softly 
and carrying no stick. 

In the tax-hungry world in which we 
live today, is it any wonder then that the 
existing organizations have. by and large, 
failed to protect the regular race track 
goer? The dismal efforts that have been 
made in that direction suggest that it may 
not be amiss to explain in 2 or 3 sentences 
what moves legislators. I am general coun- 
sel of a national taxicab association, We 
recently wanted some Congressional as- 
sistance on a particular matter. The asso- 
ciation officers did what they could but we 
didn’t get to first base until the local cab 
operators, who were hurting, spoke to their 
Congressmen. When those conversations 
had been concluded. the Congressmen 
knew whom they were hurting. and who 
expected their help. and who would be 
hurt if that help wasn’t forthcoming. 

There are those to whom every new idea 
is anathema. I can already hear the anvil 
chorus of the objections and questions of 
these die-hards to my suggested organiza- 
tion of the racing enthusiasts. If my sug- 
gestion appears to be a radical one. then 
[ can only say with Judge Learned Hand: 

“Our dangers. as it seems to me, are 
not from the outrageous but from the con- 
forming: not from those who rarely and 
under the lurid glare of obloquy upset our 
moral complaisance. or shock us with un- 
accustomed conduct, but from those, the 
mass of us, who take their virtues and 
their tastes, like their shirts and_ their 
furniture. from the limited patterns which 
the market offers.” 

And now [| would make 3 final points 
in closing. 

First. the American people have a posi- 
tive genius for organization that is the 
envy and marvel of every foreign observer 
of the capacity. Nowhere in the world are

people organized as they are here; every- 
one understands the need for it. Even to 
think of any important phase of life that is 
not organized in America is difficult. We 
have our professional organizations—doc- 
tors. dentists. engineers. teachers. scien- 
tists. lawyers. We have our farm organiza- 
veterans organizations, our 
chambers of commerce, the boards of 
trade. and of course. our unions. all or- 
ganized to protect and promote their in- 
terests as a group. The group without or- 
ganization is lost today, 

Second. the most basic reason for the 
kind of organization I have suggested un- 
questionably exists: the racing fan is the 
subject of unfair. discriminatory. and con- 
stantly mounting taxation. 

Third. the organization problem is es- 
sentially quite simple in this case. The 
association will be national in character. 
with a chapter in every state supporting 
racing. all dedicated to a uniform 10 per 
cent take throughout the country. Success- 
ful methods used to achieve that result in 
one state will be made available to other 
chapters. The head of each state chapter 
would ultimately be a member of the 
board of directors of the tracks of that 
state. The organization will be self-sup- 
porting with members paying small annual 
dues. for which they will receive benefits.

I am convinced that it is 
high time the tracks got to know their 
regular patrons and took them into their 
councils. I also feel that some organiza- 
tion of the racing fans. who in the last 
analysis foot all the bills of the industry, 
is needed. plus an effective liaison with 
the already organized segments of this 
great industry. 

Then and then only will the ranks of 


all the interested be properly closed to 
fight the bite—intelligently.
